Graphics made with this media and ink combination typically may be wound directly on a 
take-up roll after printing. 


Whether or not you want a warranted graphic, an overlaminate is recommended to enhance 
durability, especially in outdoor applications,

Creating a laminated overlap helps ensure that the graphic does not peel or lift away from 
certain banner materials that may be subject to plasticizer migration, This method may also 
be used for flat, rigid or flexible sign applications, 


1. 
Print the graphic as usual. 


2. 
On all sides of the graphic, score the film only to the correct, final graphic dimension 
without cutting through the liner. 


Weed away the excess film, leaving the bare liner exposed around the graphic. See 
FIGURE2.
